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vs. democracy. The continued false use of 
“democracy” has deceived even some of our 
writers who forget that the word does not once 
appear in the Declaration of Independence or the 
Constitution of the United States—but that in 
fact the Constitution rantees a ‘‘re- 
publican form of government” to the States. 

Another term that is ngouthed by left-wing 
orators and commentators is ‘‘the. freedom-loving 
nations” of the world. During World War ff, 
these authors actually classed Soviet Russia as one 
of the “freedom-loving nations.” All those na- 
tions that failed to become “‘allies’’ of the United 
States, Britain and France were supposedly met 
freedom-loving. The former group styled them- 
selves the ‘‘peace-laving nations.” The corollary 
was that those who did not join in, such as 
Switzerlaid, Ireland, Spain and others, were not 
peace-loving nations! 


A third toot of the commumistic-socialistic} 


group is the extravagant advantages given by 
statute to what has come to be known as “Labor.” 
These organized minority groups include in the 
United States the ClO, the AFL, the United Mine 
Workers and the Railroad “Brotherhoods,” one of 
which recently engineered or permitted the dis- 
astrous strike of trainmen at a time when Ameri- 
can boys are dying in Korea. 

Few people would deny the right of any group 
to organize to better their economic condition. 
But Kart Marx made this “right” the implement 
of revolution, and American left-wingers have 
made it a facile instrument for ruthless men, some 

of them Communists, and many of them gangsters. 
to “organize” millions of men and women and 
subject the rank and file members of fabor unions 
to virtual slavery. 

There is widespread rebellion among wage- 
earning people against this kind of tyranny. Evi- 
dence of this rebellion became outstanding in the 
re-election campaign of Senator Taft. In spite 
of the bitterest opposition of all the bosses who 
called themselves “Labor,” he was re-elected by 
a larger majority than any candidate ever received 
in the State of Ohio—roughly 450,000. 

The right to organize has been further ex- 
tended to include a vested “right” in an employ- 
ee’s job, a “right” to strike and to prevent by 
force and violence any other person from doing a 
striker’s work. Also the “right’’ to fix a minimum 
40-hour week—and then require employers who 
are the consumers and taxpayers, to pay time and 
a half for overtime. This practice in World War 
Il cost the taxpayers billions of dollars. It will 
cost them billions of dollars in this “emergency.” 

Our boys in Korea don’t get overtime. And 
their working conditions are hardly as good as 
the Labor Bosses are exacting at home. 

Things That Are Driving 
Us Toward Communism 

What are some of the factors that today are 
driving the United States toward Socialism and 
Communism? 

Well, first of all there is the United Nations. 

This statement may surprise some. But the 
United Nations in its very nature is collectivism. 
To the extent that it succeeds, the independence 
of the United States will be undermined. This 
will mean that the political independence of the 
United States and the economic independence of 
its citizens will be destroyed; because the effect 
if not the plan of the United Nations and its sub- 
ordinate is to siphon off the savings of the Ameri- 
can people for the benefit of the peoples of other 
countries. 

This spells no good to America, and [little 
good to other countries, for what they get will 
be on the something-for-nothing basis. And some- 
thing-for-nothing seldom enriches anybody. 

Close examination of the United Nations dis- 
closes that practically all the staff are interna- 
tionalists. Many of them have close sympathy 
with Communism. The Secretary-General, Mr. 
Trygve Lie, was a radical Norwegian labor union 
leader who had worked closely with commun- 
istic unions in other countries. He was even 
picked by Soviet Russia and put over on the 
American government by Soviet Russia. 

The confidence of multitudes of persons who 
formerly had faith in the United Nations has dis- 
appeared. It is a rather common remark by such 
persons that they have given up any hope that 
collective action from the UN can ever establish 


peace. 
But not so many people realize yet what a 

stumbling block the very existence of the United 

Nations is to vital American interests:© Those who’ 


have followed things rather closely know that the 
UN has been a positive hindrance to the American 
forces_in Korea. Because the Administration in 
Washington will not shake itself loose from its UN 
can boys be sacrificed by the ‘thousands because 
UN does not want fo back Chiang Kai-shek. 
Chiang Kai-shek, in answer to the call by 
UN for troops from other countries, offered the 
largest number of troops that any nation has yet 
offered. American common sense and ordinary 
regard for preserving American lives clearly dic- 
tate acceptance of the services of experienced 
anti-Communist Chinese troops to withstand the 
attacks of the Chinese Communists. Communist 
influence im the UN is clearly responsible for re- 
fusing. in fact, present American policy in this 
and other respects is consistent only with the So- 
viet desire to weaken America, both in manpower 
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America that used to be strong. 
orld Government 

But nowhere can _ socialist-communist in- 
fluence be seen more clearly than in the various 
groups organized within the United States to pro- 
mote ‘“World Government.” 

The United Nations, of course is a kind of 
World Government. Indeed, if we went no fur- 
ther than the United Nations—if we ratified no 
more of the international alphabetical agency 
agreements such as the ITO, the Genocide Con- 
vention and the International Bill of Rights, we 
would have already built the foundation destined 
to take away the sovereignty of the United States, 
causing the 150-odd million American people to 
be ruled, not by their own representatives in 
Washington and in the several states, but by an 
international polyglot group in which the United 
States would have but a single vote. 

We base this statement partly on the decision 
in the Fujii case in which a California court held 
that under Article VI, Section 2, of the Constiu- 
tion of the United States, the United Natioris 
Charter, even without implementation (that is, 
the passage of laws to carry the provisions of the 
Charter into effect), has become the Supreme 
Law of California. 

Without. doubt many Americans, who with- 
out giving great thought to it, accepted the United 
Nations at face value and supported it, have !ost 
faith in it Nevertheless, a detetmined effo.* is 
today being made to ‘‘strengthen’’ the United Na- 
tions by making it in effect a world ruling body. 
There is grave dariger, even at this moment when 
the United Nations. has reached its lowest point 
yet in public esteem, that the ever-zealous persons 
that constitute the. backbone of the demand for 
the surrender of our sovereignty may be success- 
ful. 

These persons,. many of them of high char- 
acter ‘and reputation, seem to have turned their 
backs completely on the lessons of history.

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United. World Federalists ‘ 

Perhaps the most vociferous group demanding 
World Government is the organization known as 
the “United World Federalists.’ We have written 
one or more times of this group, notably in Letter 
231 of january 15, 1950. Local groups of these 
One Worlders in many sections of the country are 
agitating constantly and fanatically for their pro- 
ject. They have succeeded in many cities in-en- 
listing the smart social set of younger people, who 
seem to want something to interest themselves in. 
Elaborate cocktail parties are given and huge sums 
are raised. At one such cockfail party in a lead- 
ing New York City night club the proprietors do- 
nated the $600 or $800 of liquor consumed, and 
some $20,000 or $25,000 was raised. 

And what for? What is the purpose of all 
this agitation? 

Simply to give away the sovereignty of the 
United States. To sell ou into subjection

eae remain, a minority. A more unintelligent, 
senseless, unwarranted objective would. be hard 
to find! 

Herbert Hoover stated: “Do not the advocates 
of a Super-State realize that if this country joined 
such a World Federation our voting strength woufd 
be only 6% of the total? .. . The idea of a World 
Government is fantastic.” 

Anyone who wishes to see the extent to 
which prominent citizens, bankers, business men 
and others have been deceived. and used by the 
Communists and other totafitarians, will do well ts 
read Mr. Louis Budenz’s recent book, “Men 
Without Faces.” He is now on the faculty. of 
Fordham University. But, having been ten years 
an active Communist and several of those years 
editor of the Daily Werker, he should know what 
suckers some of those people have been. 4 

The rank and file of Americans can stop ail 
this—and we think they.will, We say this be- 
cause, when the matter first came up three or four 
years ago, 22 state legislatures adopted resolutions 
favoring the world government But since 
the Economic Councit and ofher groups began 
drawing attention to the real meaning of it all, 
Georgia, California, Rhode Island, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Tennessee, Missouri and Colorado have 
rescinded their resolutions. The citizens of Okla- 
homa defeated a world government resolution four 
to one. We know of no state that has passed an 
affirmative world government resolution for 
nearly two years. It shows what citizens can do 
when scheming politicians and dreary “‘tiberals” 
forget that the leading exponent of world govern- 
ment is Joseph Stalin! 

Atlantic Union 

*Another movement of more restriced nature 
is the so-called Atlantic Union—a federal govern- 
ment consisting of the 12 signatories to the so- 
called Atlantic Pact. Among the most prominent 
men working for the Atlantic Union is a former 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
Mr. Owen Roberts of Philadelphia. How one who 
has risen to such high position can decide that 
America should surrender her sovereignty is hard 
to understand. It is such men as Mr. Roberts who 
are the real danger in this fanatical agitation for 
“World Government.” 

But the internationalists never do anything by 
halves. They are now agitating several projects, 
any one of which would give them what they 
want—namely, surrender of the United States to 
an internationalist body which they, the interna- 
tionalists, would-control. It would be one quick 
jump into international Socialism. 

We have mentioned these other activities a 
number of times, but as long as the danger. lasts 
they cannot too often be mentioned. 

International Trade Organization 

There is the International Trade Organization 
to which, if the United States should ratify it as 
a treaty, we would surrender contro! over our 
foreign and our domestic production;:in short, 
surrender control over our whole economic life. 
While a few businessmen who have substantial 
foreign trade can be found among the group work- 
ing to ratify the ITO, yet the real forces that 
thought the thing up were economic and political 
internationalists—men and women who do not 
believe in. the United States and.are quite willing 
to see it absorbed by world government. Com- 
munists do the heavy thinking.

The theory of it is 
that the destruction of an entire racial or religious 
group is a crime. No one will disagree. But the 
Genocide Convention goes so far that even threat 
of bodily or mental harm to any single member of 
any race would enable the International Genocide 
committee, by whatever name known, to take 
jurisdiction over American citizens to the exclusion 
of our own courts. A person of any race could

and had thereby suffered mental harm; and this 
would be authority for the international body to 
| step im and assume jurisdiction. 

Many mer in the Senate think exactly as we 
do about the Genocide Convention. But plausible 
arguments have been brought up to the effect that 
while in exactly its present form it would not be 
acceptable, yet certain changes or reservations 
might ‘make it acceptable. Why fool around with 
the thing at all? Why should any United States 
Senator favor ratifying this ridicufous proposal? 
How can any American tolerate even the thought 
of such bureaucratic interference? 


International Bill of Rights 
Finally, there is the so-called International 
Bill of Rights—an instrument developed through 
several years of ‘‘discussiqn’” by an international 
commission in which the United States has but a 
. Roosevelt. 
its provisions are similar to those 


“lin our own Bill of Rights, But beyond these, this 


fantastic scheme sets up certain ecanomic “rights” 
such as the right to work for fair wages, the right 
to be supported in one’s old age, etc., etc. These, 
of course, are not rights in the American sense. 
They are rather guarantees of the installation of a 
socialist regime, for they could not be enforced 
except by the expropriation of all property and 
rigid bureaucratic control of every citizen. 

The International Bill of Rights is, if possible, 
more dangerous than any -of the other pending 
measures which have been cooked up by the in- 
ternationatists. 

And with respect to this International Bill 
of Rights this same question arises — Why in 
Heaven's name should the American people or the 
American Congress waste any time whatever con- 
sidering it, 

What interest has the American people in 
trying to raise the standard, economic, social, etc., 
of other nations—by tearing down its own ad- 
mirable and well functioning structure? 

Problems like these deserve the attention of 

1 every American citizen—of every man and woman, 
of every boy or girl of high school age and over. 
lf they don't watch out, their liberty will be gone. 

tf you are willing to lose your liberty and to 
sacrifice that of your children, then do nothing. 
Ignore all this. 

But if you wish to save America and all it
